Napoleon ET had an extraordinary 
mind, He appeared pever to forget 
jnything he eared to remember and 


assimilates food, retaining only the 
valuable, An ineident will Illustrate 
this remarkable quality of bis mind, 

When forming thepg Code Napoleon,” 
he frequently astonished the council 
of state by the skill with which he il 
lustrated any point in discussion by 
quoting Whole passages from memory 
of the Roman civil law. The ecouneil 
wondered how a man whose life bad 
been passed in camp came to know so 
much about the old Roman laws, Fi. 
nally one of them asked bim how he 
acquired his) knowledge. 

“When DT was a lieutenant.” Napo- 
leon replied, “IT was unjustly placed 
under arrest, My small prison room 
contained no furniture except an old 
ehair and a cupboard. In the latter 
was a ponderous volume. which proved 
to be a digest of the Roman law. You 
ean easily imagine what a valuable 
prize the book was to me. It was so 
bulky and the leaves were so covered 
with marginal notes in manuscript that 


had 1 been confined 100 years T need | 


never have been idle. When 1 re- 
covered my liberty at the end of ten 
days, T was saturated with Justinian 
and the decisions of the Roman legis- 
lation. It was then I acquired my 
knowledge of the civil law.” 


Makes Brave Men Cowards, 

It has been proved that the compara- 
tively harmless bombarding. so far as 
wounds are concerned, of a besieged 
town Is terribly demoralizing to the 
bravest men. 

When a shell bursts near a group of 
20 men it may Kill one and wound two, 
while the remaining 17 escape without 
a scratch. It will be found, however, 
that many of these are never the same 
men again. No matter how tron nerved 
they were before, they are pow Ir- 
resolute and timid, and all their facul- 
ties are weakened. Very often they 
are jeered at by their comrades be- 
cause of this change. But this Is ut- 
terly unjust In fact, thelr brain and 
spinal cord have been injured by being 
violently shaken against the walls of 
thelr bony cavities. 

The same thing occurs In rallway 
collisions. People who were robust 
become quite feeble and nervous, 
though they may not have recelved a 
scratch, 

This curious state {n the case of 
soldiers ig well recognized by doctors 
under the name of the mental injuries 
of explosives. The injuries are really 
quite as physical as a shattered leg, 
for they consist of a kind of bruising 
of the very delicate t!ssue of the spinal 
cord and brain.

Twice Strung Up by Lynchers, He 
Confeased to Murder and Wan Aft- 
erward Vindicated and Recovered 
925,000 From His Assailants. 


Late in the fifties George W. King 
Was the proprietor of a hotel in Ox: 
ford, 26 miles from Lafayette, lod. In 


| 1850 a stranger arrived at the botel and 


gave bis pame as Dr. Rowe. He told 
King that he bad no money and asked 
tu be trusted for his board till he could 
get practice in the place, promising to 


pay him as protoptly as possible, Ning 
consented to the arrangement, and 


Rowe soon became a favorite with the 
people on account of his companion 
able disposition and superior intelli 
gence, The doctor, however, fell deep: 
er and deeper in debt. Ele had been at 
the hotel for nearly a year when Wing 
reminded him one morning that be 
bad not paid anything on his board 
bill for three months. The conversa- 
tlon, it afterward appeared, was over: 
beard by some one in the hotel, though 
bothing was thought of it at the time. 

A week after the conversation Rowe 
was called out late at night to see a 
patient and failed to return. Days 
passed without any word from bin, aud 
his disappearance soon was conwected 
with the conversation that liad passed 
between him and the landlord about 
the unpaid board. One night three 
months later a party of disguised men 
entered the hotel and, overpowering 
King, took him to a woodland adjoin 
ing the town. 

He recognized the voices of several 
of bis captors and especially of the 
leader, who told him that he was sus- 
pected of murdering Rowe and de- 
manded that he confess.

After much delay be was restored 
sufficiently to understand what was 
said to him, and he again refused, de- 
claring bis innocence and saying he 
did not know what had become of 
Rowe. A second time he was strung 
up and a second time let down, but 
life was nearly extinct, and he was 
much longer ip being restored than be 
fore. 

The luckless landlord knew he could 
not pnss through another such ordeal 
and live, so he consented to confess 
He purposely lengthened the confes- 
sion In order to galn time, and sald 
that be and two men, named Rogers 
and Haggard, bad poisoned some whis- 
ky and induced Rowe to drink it, and 
after bis death they had buried him 
In a hollow some distance away. It 
was nearly daylight when the confes- 
sion was made, and the lynchers de- 
termined to take King to jail in Lafa- 
yette and then arrest Rogers and Hay: 
gard, 

Refore the jall was reached day had 
dawned, and King recognized bis eap- 
tors as members of the Horse Thief 
Detective company of Benton, Warren 
and Tippecanoe counties, vearly all of 
whom were known to him. Contident 
of his guilt, the men made bo attempt 
to conceal their Indentity. So great 
was the excitement and so intense the 
feeling against King that he walved 
examination and went to fail, hoping 
that something would turn up to es- 
tablish his innocence.
